Discipline, obedience, loyalty, punc- 
tuality, and, a Icgion more virtucs 
are started on the children’s char- 
acters by them.. When the children 
reach higher classes and ppss the 
Matriculation or Schovl Certificate 
Examinations, the credit goes to the 
degree men who are in charge of the 
higher classes. Should the examina- 
tion result, however, turn out to be 
oor, the blame would be shifted to 
he junior teachers when the higher 
class teachers say that thelr pupils 
werg unfit to be in their classes and 
had no foundation at all. | - 

Serlously indeed the Junior .teach- 
ers look upon teaching as their pro- 
fession ang consclentlously they work, 
even out of school hours. “It can be 
obsarved —that_the  standard_in. the 
lower classes is proportionately 
higher than that in the higher classes 
in point of discipline, neatness ond 
Proficiency. Perhaps, Inspectors of 
schools can give a better opinion in 
this: respect.

An appeal to the friendly Powers 
to apply effective economic sanctions 
uguinst Japan Is made by Gencrolls- 
nsimo Chiang Kafeshele in a statement 
Issued on the eve of the second an- 
niversary of the Sino~Japanese hos- 
tilltles, 


Generalissimo Chiang reiterates 
that China will continue Her armed 
resistance to the aggression of the 
Japanese milltarists for the defence 
of her national independence and 
the sanctity of international treaties, 
Irrespective of the amount of sacri- 
flees and length of :tlme. 


The ambitlon of the -Japancse 
militarists is to conquer China as a 
preliminary step toward conquering 
the world. While there was much 
doubt ag to the truth of this allega- 
tlon before the outbreak of the Sino- 
Japanese hostilities, {t hus now been 
proven by fact. 


It has been universally admitted 
that.the present ' state of lawlessness, 
chuos and anarchy resulted from the 
Mukden Incident on September 18, 
1931. Since the declaration of 
Prince Konoye on December 22, 1939, 
regarding the creation of a so-called 
“new order in Enst Asia,” it has be- 
come more evident that Japan's 
campaign of aggression in China, no 
matter on what pretext it is carried 
out, has as its aim to oust the in- 
ferests of the European and Amceri- 
can Powers. in Asia and to dominate 
the Pacifle.

Fighting. For World Peace 


Bearing the brunt of Japan's ag- 
gression, China will continuc to de- 
fend her national independence and 
existence in disregard of sacrifices. 
She believes that her resistance to 
Japan will not only protect her own 
independence und existence and 
frustrate Japan's attempts to disturb 
East Asin and drive out the ihtercsts 
of third Powers, but also contribute

Girls’ Clubs 


The annual report of the Boys’ and 
Glris' Clubs Associntlon for the year 
1038, states in part: 

The yeur hus been one of consider- 
able expanalon in the number of new 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club which have 
been started,’ On the Hongkong 
side, there js now a small but 
flourishing club for boys which 
meets .in the premises used by tho 
Connaught Road Girls’ Club in the 
day ‘time. On’ the Kowloon. side 
there Is a Boys’ Club in Wal Ching 
street, uslng the club room of the 
Housing Settiement; a club started 
nnd run by the St. Andrew's Rovers 
in Argyle Street, In premises Ient b 
the S.P.C.; a Girls’ Club which’ Is 
held tn the S, P. C. premises in Sal 
Yeung Chol Street;-and the project 
of a girls’ club by St. Andrew's 
Church, It is clear that the idea Js 
catching on,.and wo feel that the 
Association will have some very 
Important work ‘to do in the near 
‘future in promoting, advising, helping 
nnd correlating clubs in the Colony, 

Boys’ and. Girls’ Clubs are founde 
nnd run ag constructive attempts to 
improve the social conditions and 
character of poor boys and girls, 
particularly “‘strect oyna’. They 
differ from simple “rescue” worl in 
that thelr Influence of the children 
spreads over n long period. Not only 
are the children taught to develop 
the “club spirit” (which 4s socially 
useful) by thelr games, but also a, 
certain amount of educational work 
is In hond, most of which aims at 
providing simple knowledge awhich 
will be useful to the children in any 
occupation and at any time in their 


lives. 
Varied Activities 

Activities vary with the indivi- 
duality of ench club, but there are 
certain forms which are common; 
ping pong, simple gymnastics and 
drill, handwork of various kinds. 
Singing appears to be popular, also, 
football where space ts, available, 
One of the club -leaders reports 
“Sometimes our boys play football 
matches with the Argyle Street Club 
Boys In the soldfers' football ground” 
and adds “This makes the boys want 
fo ‘join our Club.” Out-door expe- 
ditions and meetings are arranged 
from time to time; launch pienics, 
athletic meets and. bathing picnics 
hnve been arranged, 

Subjects taught Include Chinese 
and English, arithmetic, first aid and 
hygiene; while the girls learn cook- 
{ng and general house work, not te 
mention all kinds of sewing. To a 
European it is marvellous to see the 
fortitude with which the boys and 
girls opply themselves to the lessong 
when the games period {s over.

Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs are founded 
and run gg constructive nttempts to 
improve the social conditions and 
character of poor boys and girls, 


particularly “street boys’. They). 


differ from simpic “rescue” work in 
thut thelr influence of the children 


‘| sprenda over a long period, Not only 


are the children taught to develop 
the “club spirit’ (which is socially 
useful) by thelr games, but also a 
certain amount of educational worl 
Is In hand, most of which alms at 
providing simple knowledge which 
will be useful to the children in any 
occupation and at any time in thelr 


lives. 
Varied Activities 

Activitles vary with the Indivi- 
duallty of each club, but there are 
certaln forms which are common 
ping pong, olmple gymnastics an 
drill, handwork of various kinds. 
Singing appears to be popular, also, 
football where space ts available: 
One of the club Senders reports 
“Sometimes our boys play football 
matches with the Argyle Street Club 
Boys in the soldiers’ football ground” 
and adds “This mukes the boys want 
to join our Club.” Out-door expe- 
ditions and meetings are urranged 
from time to time; launch picnics, 
athletic meets ond bathing picnics 
have been arranged, 

Subjects taught include Chincse 
and English, arithmetic, first ald and 
hygiene; while the girls learn cook- 
jing and general house work, not to 
mention all kinds of sewing. To a 
European it {1s marvellous to sce the 
fortitude with which the boys and 
girls apply themselves to the lessons 
when the games perlod is over. =

Brutal Murder 


Man Clubbed To Death 
___In_Kowloon_Street 


A brutal murder occurred in full 
view of crowds of passers-by in 
Keelung Strect, Shamshulpo, about 
10 o'clock last’ night. Two men 
were attucked by a gang and one 
was clubbed ‘to denth. 

From the mengre details available 
it appears that the-deceased, Fong 
Sang, 25, foreman of a workshop in

“These men may not have walted

Before the war there were, outside 
the two forelgn concessions. one elec- 
tricity and water company, two water 
works and five power plants, all 
Chinese-owned. Six of theso eight 
concerns operated in Chapel, Nantao 
and Pootung, with un ageregnte capt- 
tal of $20,000,000, : 

After the withdrawal of Chinese 
forces from Shanghal In November, 
1937, all elght fell into Japanese 
hands. ‘The five Chinese bus com- 
panics whose flects uscd to ply the 
highways Inking Shunghal with the 
hinterland were similarly taken over 
by Japanese interests, Their total 
capital was $1,225,000, 


Fowor Cotton, Flour Mills 


Prior to the hostilities, there were 
31 Chinese cotton mills in Shanghai 
possessing 1,114,408 spindles; Twelve 
of them, capitalized at a - total of 
$22,000,000;-hnve~-been ~scized-by-the 
Japanese, To-day there are in opera- 
tlon in Shanghat only 446,217 Chinese 
spindles, of which 64,360 are newly 
installed, There has been a decline 
of 59.20 per cent. jn the pre-war 
number of Chinese spindles. 

Twelve Chinese flour mills operat- 
ed jn Shanghai before the War. The 
three-month hostilitics inflicted on 
them o damage of mare than $800,000, 
To-day only six of them are opcrat- 
ing. Five others, being located in 
Sapunese-occupied districts, are stil 
locked out. One of them, capitalized 
at $300,000, has been selzed by the 
Japanese, . 

There were altogether 34 Chinese 
tobacco com; :

Now only 
nincteen of them are in operation, 
possessing only 85 elgarette-rolling 
machines.

This pleasant . young 
American is probably the 
least shrinking ‘and most 


| assertive “beanpole” in oxist- 


ence. In fact, she is the 
champion of the cause of all 


The -term “beanpole” 
comes from America and it 
has nothing whatever. to do 
with. beans or poles... It is 
simply Yankee slang for a 
tall person. Miss Sumner, 
who is 22 years of age and 
six-feet-three, and stands 
high among “beanpoles,” 
recently arrived in) Hong- 
kong. 

She decided early last year to 
strike a blow for tall people. As 
the result of an article she wrote 
for a,Los Angeles magazine on 
the disadvantages of the life of a 
tall girl, she was swamped with Iet- 
fers and telephone. calls fram tall 
people alk over America. She then 
hit upon the idea of forming the 
Tip-Toppers Club to help tall people 
to overcome their self-consclousness. 
They started with nine members on 
May 1, 1938, and since then . the 
membership has increased to 58. 

To be eligible for membership to 
this unique organisation, girls must 
be at least six feet tall and the men 
at lenst  six-feet-four. Members 
gather at parties two or three times 
a week, They band together for 
dances, horse-riding, barbecues and 
muny other sports. Once a week, 
they have a quict discussion regard- 
ing the buying of clothes und spread 
propnganda: for adjustable stcering 
wheels in cars, Jonger stockings, 
higher doorways, and nine-foot beds 
In trains and_ hotels. 

Built Their Own Beds 

Many of the club members have 
built thelr own beds whilst most of

This year, Roy Watson, who is 
six-feet-five, !s the Club's president, 
Shortly after the founding the Tip- 
Tcppers Club, the “Big Yanks”

_The Universlty of Oregon 
also started” “a Tip-Toppers 
group. 

But Miss Sumner's main Interest 
is not the Tip-Toppers Club, Better 
known by her professional name of 
Kac Krysler, she draws for Walt 
Disney Pictures Corporation in Holly- 
wood, She has been there for the 
past two years mainly working on 
ink and painting. 

Helped “Snow-Whito” Picture 

She worked for six months draw- 
Ing for “Bnow White” which, when 
completed, consisted of 500,000 plo- 
tures, She left the studios shortly 
after they had started on “Pinoc- 
ehilo” which will be released this 
Christmas, 

To become a member of the Walt 
Disney Studio staff, she had to work 
for severnl months In their training 
school. She is a fund of information 
on the organisation .and work re 
quired to turn out those lovable 
Mickey Mouse and Donald Duck 
shorts, There are over 1,000 em- 
ployees divided Into froups. The 
studio also make thelr own colours: 
by a secret process. They use 267
